FIRST DAY. 



Ottumwa, Iowa, September 3rd, 1884. 

The forty-first session of the Iowa Animal Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church convened at the First M. E. Church in Ottumwa, 
Iowa, SeptembeV 3rd, 1884, Bishop E. S. Foster in the chair. The 
Bishop, in opening the Conference, announced that the Iowa Presby- 
tery of the Presbyterian Church, now holding its session in this city, 
had accepted an invitation to participate with the Conference in the Sac- 
rament of the Lord’s Supper, and Revs. Tappan, Ely and Stewart, 
members of the Presbytery, w^ere invited to assist in the consecration 
service. Rev. Tappan read the Scripture Lesson from ,Iohn XV. Rev. 
Ely announced the hymn, “O for a thousand tongues to sing.” After 
, the singing. Dr. Stewart led in prayer. The Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper was then administered, at the close of which the Rev. Dr. 
Stew art, by the invitation of the Bishop, addressed the Conference, 
expressing, in a brief address, his appreciation of the occasion, and 
commending the Church for the prominence it had given to the fact 
that religion is to be enjoyed, and also to the witness of the Spirit.

Rev. Beale, of the North Indiana Conference ; C. H. Reynolds, late of 
the Des Moines Conference, and S. H. Pye, of the Book Concern of St. 
Louis, were introduced to the Conference. 

S. H. Pye addressed the Conference in the interest of the Book 
Concern. 

A paper from the general book committee, apportioning $1,145 to be 
raised by this Conference for the support of the Bishops, was received 
and referred to the committee on Episcopal Fund.

A report from the committee appointed by the Trustees of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University, to arrange for raising the amount of the debt on 
the College, was referred to the committees on Education and Centen- 
nial Observance jointly, and they were instructed to report on the same 
to-morrow at 10 o’clock. 

G. W. Byrkit, A. W. Haines, I. O. Kemble, C. R. Norton, John 
Haynes and W. G. Thorn were appointed a committee to receive money 
and reports of the amounts raised in the respective charges for General 
Conference expenses, and to report to the Conference the charges that 
are delinquent.

Dr. Elon Foster, of the New York Conference, was introduced, and 
addressed the Conference relative to his publications, &c. 

The Conference adjourned by expiration of time.

Saturday, September 6th, 1884

The sum of fifty and 50-100 dollai-s ($50.50) the proceeds of the sale of 
church property at Red-Bock, on the Otley Circuit, was deposited with 
the Conference Treasurer, subject to the provisions of the Discipline— 
f 374. 

The Twentieth Question was resumed and W. G. Wilson, the Presid- 
ing Elder of the Ottumwa district, after the passage of his character, re- 
ported the condition of his district. The characters of I. P. Teter, E. P. 
Michener, W. G. Thorn, E. S. Daly, O. J. McFadden, C. H. Montgom- 
ery, 8. 8. Murphy, W. H. H. Pillsbury, D. C. Bevan, and T. E. Cork- 
hill were passed, and they reported their collections. 

J . H. Hard was reported transferred to the 8t. Louis Conference. 

Vouchers for $114.78 8. 8. Union funds and $99.58 Tract funds, were 
deposited with the secretary. 

The Rev. A. 81eeth, of the Prisoners’ Aid 8ociety of Iowa, was intro- 
duced, and made a brief presentation of the claims of that society. 

The Rev. G. W. Gray addressed the Conference in the interest of the 
Freedmen’s Aid 8ociety. 

The Thirteenth Question, “Who are the deacons of the second class?” 
was called and the character of Harvey V. Tull was passed and he was 
continued in the class of the first year. His relation as 8upernumer“ 
ary .was continued. Boaz M. Boydston, W. A. Gibbens, and Lewis F. 

Reynolds were reported to have been examined in the studies of the sec- 
ond class last year. 

The Fourteenth Question was called, and W. A. Gibbens, Boaz M. 
Boydston, Charles F. Williams, and Clarence V. Cowan had their char- 
acters passed, and were elected to Elder’s Orders. 

Lewis H. Reynolds w^as reported transferred from the Des Moines 
Conference. He is a Deacon of the 8econd class. 

The Third Question was called, and John W. Hackley w^as repre- 
sented, his character passed, and he was continued on trial. 
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Saiimel E. Viiial was reported transferred to tlie Central Illinois Con- 
ference. 

The Fifth Question, “Who are admitted into full connection?” was 
called, and John W. Lewis, Ambrose E. Miller, Winfield S. Glardner^ 
Ralph L. Patterson, and James H. Armacost, were called forward, an- 
swered the disciplinary questions, were addressed by the Bishop, and 
admitted to full connection in the Conference. W. S. Gardner was 
passed on his studies, conditional upon his bringing up his Logic. 

John W. Lewis was elected to DeacoiPs orders; the others having 
been already ordained. 

The Tenth Question, “What Local Preachers have been elected Dea- 
cons?” was called, and the following preachers w ere. recommended for 
Deacon’s Ortlers:— Thomas S. Pool and William A. Black, from the Bur- 
lington District Conference, John F. Barnett, from the Keokuk District 
Conference, and Charles W. Simmons, from the Mount Pleasant District. 
They were properly recommended and w ere elected to DeacoiPs Ordere. 

Frank W. Adams was reported on favorably, as to the studies of the 
3rd and 4th years and was graduated from the course of study and 
elected to Elder’s Orders. 

Dr. William Butler and H. Badley, missionaries from India, Prof. C. 
S. Bradley, of the Garrett Biblical Institute, Dr. Stowe, of the Book Con- 
(;ern. Dr. Fry, of the Central Christian Advocate, and the Rev. C. E. 
I>ewis, of the North Indiana Conference, wxwe introduced. 

The Conference adjourned by expiration of time. J. G. Barton w as 
appointed to conduct the devotional services on Monday morning. The 
doxology was sung, and Dr. Butler pronounced the benediction. 



FIFTH DAY. 



Monday, September 8th, 1884. 

The CJonference convened at the appointed hour. Bishop R. S. Foster 
in the chair. The devotional services were conducted by J. G. Barton. 

The journal of Saturday was read and approved. 

A paper from Nathan Shepherd was referred to the Historical Society. 

Vouchers for $6,698.83, Missionary funds, were put on file.

interest of the Institute. 

The Rev. B. H. Badley, of India, made a brief address regarding our 
missionary work in that country. 

I)r. Stowe presented some facts relating to the Book Concern. 

The following certificates of Ordination were placed on file:

Dr. Fry, the editor of the Central Christian Advocate, briefly ad- 
dressed the Conference concerning the interests under his charge. 

The following persons were admitted on trial ; James A. Boss, from 
the Burlington District; J. A. Sinclair, Charles L. Tennant and John 
F. Barnett, from the Keokuk District ; Winfield S. Kight, from the 
Mt. Pleasant District; Rosewell L. Rose, J. W. Fraker and Edward P. 
Childs, of the Oskaloosa District. The three last named are Deacons. 

The committee appointed to memorialize the General Missionary 
Committee regarding missions among the Roman Catholics, reported. 

Pending the consideration of this report, a motion prevailed that 
when we adjourn it be to meet at eight o'clock for a memorial service, 
and to pass upon reports. 

F. H. Beck and M. Bamford were excused from further attendance 
upon the sessions of the Conference. 

J. B. Blakeney was appointed to preside at the evening session. 

The Conference adjourned. 

The doxology was sung, and the Bishop pronounced the benedic- 
tion.

The report of the Auditing Committee, showing a balance due the 
Secretary of $18.45, was adopted, and a collection was taken, amount- 
ing to $15.65. 

The following reports w*ere adopted: State of the Church, State of 
the Country, Sunday School and Tracts, Freedmen’s Aid, Episcopal 
Funds, Church Extension. (See reports.) 

W. A. Black, recommended by the Burlington District Conference, 
was admitted on trial. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That we, the members of the Iowa Conference, respect- 
fully request the Bishops that they place our Conference Sessions at 
least two weeks later than now; and that the Secretary be requested to 
inform them of this action.

FIRST ANNUAt REPORT OF THE MISSISSIPPI RAPIDS BLUFP 
PARK ASSOCIATION, 

To the Bishop and Members of the Iouhi Annued Confei'ence of the 
M, E. Church': 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— The Board of Trustees appointed 
hy the last session of this Conference, held in the City of Burlington, 

'‘for the purpose of receiving and holding any suitable site on the 
Mississippi Rapids, and any means that may be donated for the im- 
provement of said grounds, and to expend the same in fitting up said 
grounds preparatory to the holding of a grand Centennial Camp-Meet- 
ing at said place some time during the coming season, and to do such 
acts as they may deem necessary to carry into effect the object herein 
contemplated'” would submit this their first annual report. 

On the 24th day of September last the Trustees met in the citv of 
Keokuk and incorjiorated by adopting the following articles, to-wit: 

Enow all Men by these Presents: 

That we, Thomas E. Corkhill, J, T, Simmons, J. W. McDonald, C. 

F. Williams, R. T. Root, Wm. Price, Samuel M. Clark, Jas. A. Lee „ 

and E, A. Gibbs, all citizens and residents of the State of Iowa, by this 
instrument constitute themselves and their successors as hereinafter ' 

stated a Body Corporate to be known as the Mississippi Rapids Bluff 
Park Association, i 

1st. The object of this corporation shall be to receive by donation, ‘ 

purchase or otherwise, suitable grounds on or near the Mississippi ] 

River in Lee county, Iowa, for the purpose of establishing and arrang- i 

ing by suitable improvements a permanent place for holding Camp 
Meetings, Sunday School Assemblies and such other assemblies or con- 
ventions as the Board of Trustees may determine, for the advancement 
of religion, temperance, literature and science, 

2nd. The corporation shall be controlled by a Board of Trustees 
cousistiug of nine persons, and said Board shall be elected by the Iowa 
(fonfereiice of the Methodist Episcopal Church at its annual session, 




and by such other Conference or Conferences of the M. E. Church as 
may join in this enterprise. 

(The persons abov^e named siiall constitute the Board of Trustees 
for the year ending Oct. 1st. A. D. 1884.) 

3rd. Said Board of Trustees and their successors in office shall hold 
the title to all real estate or personal property purchased or donated or 
obtained in any other way that may be necessary for the purposes con- 
templated, and shall hold the title in trust for the Iowa Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and such other Conferences as shall 
join in this enterprise under article second. 

4th. The Board of Trustees shall have full control and manage- 
ment of said grounds, and shall have power and authority to divide, 
lay off, and improve, said grounds in such way and manner as they 
may think best, and sell or lease portions of said grounds on such 
terms as they may deem best subject to the provisions of article third. 

5th. Said Board of Trustees shall have power to adopt such consti- 
tution and by-laws for the government of this corporation and the 
management of its affairs as they may deem best, providing for the 
election of officers and prescribing their duties, the times and place of 
meetings of said Board of Trustees, and provisions necessary for the 
control and management of said corporation in order to carry out in 
the best manner the object and design of this corporation. 

6th, The Iowa Conference of the M. E. Church at any annual 
session may increase the number of Trustees of this corporation and 
may provide for the term for which they may hold not exceeding three 
years, but until said Conference shall determine otherwise there shall 
be nine trustees elected annually w'hose terra shall commence on the 
first day of October after their election. 

7th. The private property of Trustees and officers of this corpora- 
tion shall not be liable for corporate debts. 

8th. This corporation may issue stock to carry out the corporation 
purpose. 

Signed by us this 24th day of September, 1883.

Under these articles of incorporation the Board elected officers as 
follows :

They also adopted a set of by-laws, fixing the times of the meeting 
of the Board, and designating persons to act in the purchase of lands. 

In pursuance of this there was purchased a tract of seventeen acres* 
of land near the town of Montrose, commanding one of the finest 
views anywhere to be found on the whole course of the great Father 
of Waters. This tract cost Seven Hundred and Sixty-Eight Dollars 
and Twenty-Five Cents, which amount was paid by the generous lib- 
erality of the citizens of the community where the ground is located. 

There was also an option taken for a thirty acre tract at a cost of 
Fifteen Hundred Dollars, which option will terminate January 1st, 
A. D. 1886. 

Also a similar option taken for one hundred and ten acres, which 
will terminate Dec. 1st, 1884, and to cost Four Thousand Dollars. 
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On the 6th day of August began our Camp Meeting. Bishop Mer- 
rill arrived upon the grounds on Friday morning and remained until 
Monday evening. On Sunday, the 10th, the Bishop formally dedicated 
the grounds. 

The meeting was largely attended, and was a time of great refresh- 
ing, — sinners were converted and believers built up in the most holy 
faith of the gospel. The membership of the church at Montrose has 
been more than doubled as the result, and we believe the effects will 
be telt and seen for many years to come. 

Such was the general favor which the enterprise met, and such 
the attractiveness of the place itself, that we were compelled during 
the progress of the meeting, in order to satisfy the people, to send for 
a surveyor and have a portion of the grounds laid off into lots and 
sell to those who were so anxious to have a permanent place on which 
to erect cottages.

will build this fall, others in the spring. 

It was suggested by the last session of the Conference that adjacent 
Conferences be requested to join with us in this enterprise. It might 
be well at this session to appoint a special committee to visit those 
Conferences at their coming sessions, and request that they join with 
us in the making of this enterprise all that is desired of it.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that those 
charge of the Camp Meetings in the future should, if possible, 
so arrange the finances as not to interfere with the devotional services.

D.— CENTENNIAL COMMITTEE. 

Your committee on the observance of the Centennial of the M. E. 
Church respectfully submit the following report: 

In harmony with the recommendation jof the Board of Bishops and 
of the General Conference that “the chief object of connectional offer- 
ing should be the cause of education” we present to our people the 
claims of the Iowa Wesleyan University for a’more liberal endowment, 
and for new and much needed buildings and other facilities for more 
successful work. With this object may be associated such others as 
the churches or individual donors may desire, or the Centennial Com- 
mission may suggest. 

It is the judgment of your Committee that this centennial move- 
ment should aim at securing at least ^0,000 within the bounds of the 
Conference as a devout thank offering, “in^grateful acknowledgment of 
the good hand of God upon us during the first century of our history 
as a church,” and that in connection with the religious services which 
should constitute the chief feature of the celebration ample opportunity 
should be afforded and the duty and privilege urged upon the people 
of making such substantial expressions of thanksgiving. 

We recommend that the Conference proceed at once to rais 
thousand dollars, with the understanding that the citizens of 
Pleasant raise the other three thousand dollars of the debt. 
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With a view to the promotion of intelligence in regard to our con - 
nectional work, the awakening of devotion to our common church in- 
terests, and furthering the speciiic objects of our Centennial effort we 
advise— 

1. That there be held a Centennial Convention within the bounds 
of each District at some time before the middle of December; such con- 
vention to be under the direction of the Presiding Elder of the district, 
aided by the Centennial Commission. 

2. That Centennial meetings be held on every pastoral charge, 
under the direction of the Presiding Elder and pastor, at some time in 
November or December. 

We recommend that subscriptions to the Iowa Wesleyan Univer- 
sity be made payable in five installments, the first to become due Jan. 
1st, 1885, and the remaining installments annually thereafter. 

We further recommend the appointment of a Centennial Commis- 
sion of five members, to whom shall be referred all the details of the 
proposed celebration, and who shall co-operate with the Presiding 
Elders and pastors in their district and pastoral meetings.

.3. RKPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

To the Bii^hop and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— In the good providence of God 
I have the privilege of laying before your venerable body this Thirtieth 
Annual Report of the Iowa Wesleyan University for the college year 
ending June 18th, 1884. 

And in doing so we render our heartfelt gratitude to Him through 
whose abounding goodness and mercy the institution under your care 
has been permitted to enjoy another year of peace, pro«i>erity and suc- 
cess. 

Feeling to some degree as all similar institutions have done during 
the past year, the pressure owing to successive partial failures of the 
crops of the State, yet without serious embarrassment it has held on its 
way doing a grand service in the educational field. 

It is not too much to say that the Faculty as it stood last year, and 
stands at present, is made up of persons of high culture and large ex- 
perience; persons who are capable of doing most thorough work in 
their respective departments, and making finished scholars of those 
who may be trained under their care. 

• We regret however to rejwrt that Dr. W. J. Spaulding who for many 
years has been connected with the University, and for the past nine 
years, with great ability and success has stood at its head, as its 
honored President, has felt it his duty to resign his position as ’Presi- 
dent and for the present retire from the work. 

Although the institution has had many able and distinguished men 
con nected 'with its history yet we think it may justly be said that none 
have rendered better or more efficient service either as a professor or 
president than has the retiring president. Dr. W. J. Spaulding. 

The annual meeting of the Board of Trustees took place June 16, 
and was one of utmost cordiality and kindly feeling. 

J. T. McFarland, A. M., Professor of Belles Lettres and History, 
was elected to fill the place made vacant by the resignation of Dr.. 
Spaulding, and J. T. Dickinson, A. M., Professor of Mathematics, was 
elected Vice President of the University.

Your Secretary deeply regrets the necessity of rejjorting in i-egard to 
the suggestion of last year, that if the Conference would provide for the 
iudebtedness of the institution, and the Alumni would increase their 
endowment to Twenty Thousand Dollars, that the citizens of Mt. 
Pleasant would erect a chapel at a cost of not less than Twenty ThoiD 
sand Dollars. Nothing whatever has been done in this matter, the 
citizens of Mt. Pleasant feeling their church was in such great need of 
repaii-s that their contributions must l)e directed in that channel, and 
have acted ac*cordingly. 

In fact in all thc«e places where it was thought large donations might 
be obtained very little has been done owing to the fact that they are 
either building or repairing their churches or paying debts already coid 
tracted in consequence of such things, as in Ottumwa, Fairfield, Mt. 
Pleasant, Burlington, Keokuk and elsewhere. 

We would not discourage church building or repair yet we cannot re- 
press the thought that the Methodist church within the bounds of the 
Iowa Conference is at this particular juncture allowing the most favor- 
able time she ever will have to endow her university, to lai.ss forever 
beyond her reach. 

It is however proi)cr to state that the agent that was placed in the 
held the past year, has been most cordially welcomed and most kindly 
entertained by the brethren wherever he went, and whatever niav yet 
be lacking, it is due to the members of this Conference to say that’tliev 
have the past year manifested a most commendable spirit in regard to 
the Iowa Wesleyan University.

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Annual ■ Conference : 

It is with deepest sorrow and most inexpressible grief that your com- 
mittee are called upon to report the departure of 

rev. bishop MATTHEW SIMPSON, 

Senior Bishop of the M. E. Church. 

Bishop Simpson was not merely a member of the M. E. Church and 
a recognized leader— whom many of his fellow-members delighted -to 
imitate and follow— but he may be said to have belonged to the nation 
as well, for eternity alone can reveal how much this nation owes of its 
present life and existence to the wise counsel and statesman like efforts 
rendered during the dark days of the slaveholders’ rebellion, when he 
stood as the confidential friend and adviser of the immortal Lincoln. 
As an administrator of discipline, while very firm, he had all the meek- 
ness and gentleness of a tender mother ; as a presiding officer, his pres- 
ence was always regarded as a benediction ; as minister, he was a mes- 
senger sent from God ; his praise was in all the church, and his name 
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While God has given us many great and good Bishops— men of great 
piety and power— yet there has been but one Simpson; thei-efore, 

Resolved, That in the death of Bishop Simpson the church has lost 
a valuable superintendent, and the nation a bright and shining light. 

Resolved, That this Conference extend to the bereaved family of our 
beloved Bishop in their affliction our teuderest sympathy and regards.

RICHARD S. ROBINSON. I 



One of the number, to-wit: Rev. R. S. Robinson, died at an advanced 
age, having served the church for many years most faithfully, and with 
a degree of success attained by very few ministers of the present day. 

We take the following from a paper published by his sou: 



“Died, at his residence in Oskaloosa, Iowa, on Tuesday, May 6, 1884, 
Richard S. Robinson; aged 77 years, 1 month and 14 days. 

“Richard S. Bobinson was born on March 22, 1807, near Brownsville 
Fayette county. Pa., which remained his home until after his fifteenth 
year. His parents subsequently went to Ohio to live, and there, under 
the ministry of Rev. John Baughman, of the M. E. Church, in 1827, he 
was converted, and joined the church. Shortly afterward he was ap- 
pointed class leader, and the following year was licensed to preach. In 
the fall and winter of 1828 he traveled the White Water (Ind.) circuit, 
in the district of which Rev. Allen Wiley was presiding elder. In 1829 
he was admitted as a member of the Indiana Conference, and was given 
a circuit, which was 600 miles in circumference, with a large number of 
appoiutments, and it required six weeks to make the circuit. The peo- 
ple dwelt mostly in cabins with but a single room, and many of these 
primitive dwellings were his preaching places. From constant exposure 
on long rides in all kinds of weather, hard fare, and an inordinate use 
of his voice, this year’s work so impaired his vocal powers that they 
never fully recovered. He was afterwards appointed successively to the 
following Indiana works: Fort Wayne— then a trading post, where he 
often preached in the old fort— Goshen, Rising Sun, Elkhart, Logans- 
port and Crawfordsville circuits. These appointments were followed by 
a year of superannuation. He was then appointed successively to Rich- 
mond, New Albany and Lawrenceburg stations, and then to Brookville, 
Fairfield, Mt. Vernon, Newburg and Salem circuits. At Salem he built 
a neat and commodious parsonage, but was not permitted to occupy it, 
for at the close of his year there, he was made presiding elder of the 
Vincennes district. In the fall of 18-54, at the close-of his four years’ 
service on the Vincennes district, he was transferred to Iowa, and was 
stationed at Keokuk. The Indiana conference passed resolutions of 
regret on losing him and commended him highly to the Iowa confer- 
ence. After a year at Keokuk, he was stationed at Keosauqua, going 
from there to Birmingham, thence to Eddyville, thence to preside as 
elder of the Chariton district for four years, then to Winterset in 1862, 
when the Iowa conference was divided and he fell into the Des Moines 
conference, and was stationed at Winterset. After two years of work 
here he was transferred back to the Iowa conference, and stationed at 
Oskaloosa; subs^uently he traveled the Attica, Bellefouutain, Oska- 
loosa and Hamilton circuits; then, in 1869, he was sent to Centerville 
station, going thence, as a supply, to Bluff Creek circuit, and later to 
Marysville, where his failing health forced his retirement to the super- 
annuated list. His health has been gradually failing for four years past, 
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and his death was delayed to last Tuesday only by the force of his strong 
will. He was twice married: — in 1833, September 9th, to Miss M. M. 
Jackson, of Elkhart county, Ind., who died several years later; and 
several months after her death — in 1842, March 23rd — to Jane Taylor, 
the faithful companion whose loving hand and devoted care smoothed 
his pathway to the gi’ave. Tlie first union was blessed with four child- 
ren, but one of whom survives, — and ten children — nine of whom still 
live — resulted from the latter. In his life as a minister. Father Robin- 
son was grave and dignified, but at the same time retiring and distrust- 
ful of his abilities. In social life he was genial and sociable. Without 
any advantages for learning, he secured a fair English education by 
studying and reading while riding from one appointment to another on 
his circuit or district. With all the drawbacks of his want of education, 
and natural timidity, he was no ordinary man. As an executive, he 
had few superiors in the ministry; as a student, he had the faculty of 
weighing what he read and heard, and separating truth from error; as 
an instructor, he never appealed to the prejudices or passions, nor did he 
embelish his sermons with sallies of wit or flights of fancy. In the pul- 
pit he was sedate, dignified, chaste and tender, always comporting with 
the character of his calling. 

“Father Robinson’s death resulted from a complication of diseases 
which finally merged into consumption. For six months preceding his 
death he was as helpless as an infant. About the first of April he began 
to realize that the end was near at hand, and expressed an earnest de- 
sire to end his day^ in Oskaloosa. He was taken thither from Kahoka, 
Mo., by a son with whom he had been living, and took his bed as soon 
as he got home, sinking thereafter, slowly but gradually and surely, 
until Tuesday morning. May 6th, at 6:20 o’clock, he passed calmly and 
peacefully away, surrounded by his family. The funeral was held at 
the First M. E. Church, Oskaloosa, at 10:00 a. m., Wednesday, May 7th, 
Revs. F. W. Evans, Kendrick, Mark, and others conducting the ser- 
vices, and the remains were interred in Forest Cemetery.” 

BENJ. HOLLAND. 

Notice of the death of Rev. B. Holland, who died January^ 17th, 
1883, not having appeared in the minutes of last, year, is herewith re- 
ported. 

The deceased was born in Harrison county, Ohio, April 11th, 1809; 
died at the home of his son-in-law, J. Lawson, near Batavia, Iowa, Jan- 
uary 17th, 1883, after an illness of eight months. He was converted at 
a camp meeting in Ross county, Ohio, where his father then resided, in 
1828, and was soon after called to the work of the ministry. March 5th, 
1833, he was married to Mildred Patton, who was a help-meet indeed to 
him, and who survived him about eight months. The year after he was 
licensed to preach. He served as a local preacher nineteen years; then 
moved to Iowa, about the year 1844, and located in Lee county, near 
Ft. Madison. In 1853 he entered the Iowa Annual Conference at Oska- 
loosa, and remained an honored member of the same until his death. 
He received the following appointments: Pittsburg, Drakeville, and 
Troy^ two years each; Indianapolis, one year; Montezuma, two years; 
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the word of God, and made it the “man of his counsel.” He was 
thoroughly acquainted with its teachings. The charges which he served 
were always built up by his ministration. He was genial and gentle- 
manly, and commanded the respect of all. He was a devoted husband, 
a loving father, and a true friend. In his religious experience he was 
not demonstrative, but throughout his religious life the presence of the 
Holy Spirit was an abiding witness. During his last sickness he exhib- 
ited the greatest patience and fortitude, longing for the hour of his de- 
parture to come. He spoke frequently of his departed friends, and of 
the conflicting ties drawing him now heavenward, and anon to linger 
still with the loved of earth. A short time before his departure, his 
daughter asking him concerning what message he >vould have her take 
to his absent friends, he said, “1 want to send them my last testimony 
as to the necessity of purity of heart.” His room was always a scene of 
rejoicing. At times while singing and shouting the praises of God his 
countenance would beam with joy. So the servant of God went to his 
well-earned rest. His funeral was held in the Fii-st M. E. Church, at 
Ottumwa. His body rests in the beautiful cemetery in that city. 

MRS. MILDRED HOLLAND. 

Mrs. Mildred Holland, wife of Rev. Benjamin Holland, of the Iowa 
Conference, died in Batavia, Iowa, Oct. 11th, 1883. Her maiden name 
was Patton. She married Rev. Benj. Holland, March 5th, 1833, and 
shared with him the labors, hardships and victories of the itinerant for 
nearly thirty years. Sister Holland was a model Methodist minister’s 
wife^ Possessed of an equable temper, and cheerful nature, she was 
always looking on the bright side of everything. She made their home 
a haven of rest to her weary and anxious husband after his return from 
long, tiresome journeys, of ministering to large and difficult circuits, 
and did everything to enable him to pursue his work unhindered. She 
was to her children all the word mother implies. One of her sons said 
on the day of her funeral: “I never knew my mother to speak a cross 
word, or to grow weary in caring for her family.” She md her work 
well, and in eternity, her children whom she reared with such care and 
conscientious honesty, will rise up and call her blessed. Gentle, for- 
bearing, alwa.ys faithful, saying but little, but by her life and example 
always jwinting to Christ as the source of her strength. Her devotion 
to her aged husband during his long and painful illness won the admira- 
tion of all. His death seemed to sever the last tie that held her to earth. 
She was stricken with paralysis a few da 3 ^s after his death. She had no 
desire to recover. Mr. and Mrs. Holland “were lovely and pleasant in 
their lives, and in death they were not divided.” 

MRS. ELIZABETH CLARK. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Clark was born in Hagerstown Md., Sept. 4, 1805; 
was converted and joined the M. E. Church, Sept. 28, 1823; was marri- 
ed to Rev. Samuel Clark, of the Baltimore Conference, Oct. 9, 1824; 
moved to Ohio in 1833, and came to Iowa in 1841, Her husband was 
an able and faithful minister. He was once sent by the Baltimore 
Conference to the General Conference, and twice by the Ohio Confer- 
ence. In Iowa he filled some of the most important charges, and died 
while in the regular work as pastor of the Birmingham circuit. After 
his death Sister Clark for several years resided on a farm near Leb- 
anon, in Van Buren county, which Bro. Clark purchased soon after 
coming to the State. When her children had grown up, married and 
provided homes for themselves, she made her home with her youngest 
son, Mr. Samuel Clark, of Keokuk. A short time since she came to 
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Oskalooi^a to visit tier oldest living son, Geo. H. Clark, a superannu- 
ated member of the Iowa Conference. For several years she had been 
in feeble health, and soon after coming to visit her son she was 
stricken down, and on Sept. 19th. passed away to her home beyond 
the skies. Sister Clark was a true and noble Christian woman, encour- 
aging and aiding her husband, while he lived, in his work of the min- 
istry, tilling all the relations she was called on to sustain to her family, 
the Church and society, with great Chrisiian zeal and fidelity. She 
was respected and appreciated by all who knew her. Her’s was a life 
of devotion to God, usefulness to others, and honor to the Master. 
She has passed away front the feebleness and weariness of the flesh on 
earth, to the strength and eternal freshness of the spirit in heaven. 

MRS. EMMA A. WYCOFF. 

Emma Allen WycofF died at Nora, 111., March 1st, 1884, in the 27th 
year of her age. 

When about nine years old she joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and from that time forw^ard, as long as she lived, was an active 
and efficient laborer in the Master’s vineyard. She was the daughter of 
Mrs. Jane Allen, of Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, where she lived most of her 
life. 

After passing through a course of study in the High School, she 
entered the Iowa Wesleyan University, and completed a classical course, 
graduating in June, 1877. 

In the autumn of 1880 she was married to Rev. H E. WycofF, of the 
Iowa Conference, and after working with him in his charges until the 
autumn of 1883, they went together to the Garrett Biblical Institute. 

It is common for the students in this institution to have preaching 
appointments in the outlying country. They had just closed a meeting 
at one of his appointments, in which some fifty persons were converted, 
when she was stricken with fever and died. 

Without the exact figures it is probably safe to say that she and her 
husband saw more people saved during the brief time they wrought 
together than any other family of the Iowa Conference in the same 
length of time for many years past. 

To this success she was a great contributor. In the first place, her 
Christian life was so beautiful and attractive that whoever knew her 
longed to know Him who was able to make her life so bright. Her very 
face seemed to keep on saying to all in her presence, in a hopeful sort of 
way: “There’s a wideness in God’s mercy like the wideness of the sea;” 
and as they did of Peter and John— so long ago— so her acquaintances 
“took knowledge of her that she had been with Jesus.” 

In addition to her attractive character and her gracious attainments, 
she was possessed of more than ordinary intellectual ability. In public 
prayer, sne was peculiarly gifted; in exhortation, she was strong and 
convincing; and only in eternity can we know how much richer the 
church is and how much richer Heaven will be because in God’s good 
providence she was permitted to live and labor. 

Our friend, our sister, our fellow-worker, has been called out of the 
vineyard while it was yet morning with her. We would not have plan- 
ned it so, but we know that “He doeth all things well.” Certainly her 
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We know she hath gone wliere her forehead is starr’d 
“With the beauty that dwelt in her soul; 

“Where the light of her loveliness cannot be luarr’d * 

“Nor the heart be flung back from its goal.

Q.— STATE OF THE CHURCH. 



Judging from the reports of the Presiding Elders and pastors in 
open Conference, as well as from other sources, we are impressed that 
the Church in our bounds is in a healthy condition. When we take 
into the account the financial condition of the country in which our 
work lies, we can but feel that every interest of the Church has been 
as well maintained as we could expect. The pastors and their families 
have, as a rule, received a “comfortable support.” All the benevolent 
enterprises of the Church have been looked after by the preachers and 
people, with increasing faithfulness and success, while Churcli and 
parsonage building and improvements have kept pace with the more 
favored sections of the country. 

During the past year an unusual number of our members have been 
dismissed from our Church by letter-going in search of homes in 
other sections of the country; but we are gratified to know that an 
unusual number have been converted and brought into the Church, to 
take their places, so that our numbers are not greatly changed. With 
returning prosperity to the country indicated by the bountiful har- 
vests of the present year, and the good effects of the prohibition of the 
manufacture, sale and use of intoxicating liquors, wherever the law is 
put in force throughout the State, the outlook for the Church in the 
bounds of our Conference was never so hopeful as it is now. 

While we are glad to be able to say these good and hopeful things 
concerning the state of the Church, we are not blind to the fact that 
many things might be greatly improved. Many of our people are not 
so familiar with the history, polity and literature of our Church as 
they should be, or as is consistent with the love of, and loyalty to the 
Church, and the field of our endeavor for God and humanity through 
life. As pastors, if we would turn the thoughts of our people more 
toward this subject, we would be doing them and the world a great 
service. 

The social means of grace, distinctive and peculiar to us, it is to be 
feared, are not prized, nor attended by our people, as their religious 
development, spirituality and knowledge in the deep Ihings of God 
require. No better service can be bestowed by the pastors and leaders 
in the church, than to make the love feasts and class meetings so spirit- 
ual and powerful that our people cannot stay away. Every pastor m 
our church no doubt is beginning to realize how diflftcult it is, in the 
presence of sister churches who have a feeble testimony or no testimo- 
ny at all, against those “diversions” which we as a people claim “can- 
not be taken in the name of the Lord Jesus,” such as dancing, card 
playing, theatre-going, &c., to hold our young people, and even some 
of our older people, loyal to, and in love with our denomination. As 
a remedy for this evil nothing is so potent as heartfelt religion— a re- 
ligious experience which we should urge all our people to seek, so sat- 
isfying as to make all these amusements disgusting and insipid.

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It is alleged that a failure upon the part of our preachers to press 
the doctrine and privilege of the believer, ‘‘to go on to perfection,” has 
been made the occasion of organizing societies and associations for the 
promotion of this one phase of Christian experience, which, in some 
instances it is to be feared, has not been productiv’^e of the best results. 
Whether this allegation is true or false, we know that if we will preach 
the whole gospel as Jield and taught in the standards of our church, 
any reasonable man will see that he need not go out of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church to enjoy the blessing of perfect love, and that it is a 
wicked thing to rend the body of Christ about a matter, which, in its 
very nature, binds together and unifies the whole church, of which 
Christ is the head. 

That God would make us a thousand times more than we are. is the 
prayer of your committee.
